TRINIDAD LEASEHOLDS 


MR. A. W. ROGERS ON NEED FOR 
A PREFERENCE 


The Twenty-first Ordinary General Meeting of Trinidad 
Leaseholds, Limited, was held, on November 15, at Winchester 
House, Old Broad Street, London, E.C. 

Mr. A. W. Rogers (the chairman), in the course of his 
speech, said :—Ladies and gentlemen,—When the interim divi- 
dend of 5 per cent. was announced on May 7 last shareholders 
were informed that, although the volume of sales had been more 
than maintained for the year to date, average price realisations 
had been lower and profits showed a decrease. 

The position at the financial year end had not changed 
materially, and although the volume of sales for the year was 
87,638 tons in excess of the previous year, oil profits and other 
revenue show a reduction. By reference to the profit and loss 
account it will be seen that they amounted to £430,679, or 
£72,195 less than the previous year. 

The balance remaining unappropriated at June 30, 1934, is 
£172,835 and, subject to your approval, the directors propose 
dealing with it as follows: To pay a final dividend of 7} per 
cent., less Trinidad and British income-tax, absorbing £98,367, 
the additional remuneration due to the directors under the 
articles of association in respect of this dividend, amounting to 
£4,918, and to carry forward a balance of £69,550. 

The total quantity of crude oil purchased was 651,950 tons, 
an increase of 42,597 tons over the previous year. The crude 
oil produced from your own fields amounted to 419,526 tons, or 
65,562 tons more than during the year ended June 30, 1933. 
The bulk of this production was secured, as usual, from the 
Forest Reserve Area. 

The amount of net crude oil treated at the refinery was 
1,084,696 tons, and is the largest throughput in any year to date, 
exceeding the previous year’s figure by 144,104 tons. 

Sales of Regent petrols in the United Kingdom have increased 
considerably, and the company’s distribution area now covers 
a large portion of the southern half of the kingdom. 


TRINIDAD’S REQUEST TO HOME GOVERNMENT 


Some months ago the Trinidad Legislative Council unani- 
mously passed a resolution urging the Home Government to 
grant a preference to Empire-produced oil products, and recentl 
a deputation of unofficial members of the Legislative Council 
visited England to lay the Council’s views in support of the 
resolution before the Secretary of State for the Colonies. It is 
sincerely to be hoped that this resolution and the views ex- 
pressed by the Council’s representatives in its support will re- 
ceive the sympathetic consideration of His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment, 

In view of the highly competitive nature of the business, it 
is, in our opinion, befitting that some measure of preference 
should be granted to the island’s petroleum products marketed 
here. 

There are various districts in Trinidad where oil has been 
proved to exist but where it is difficult, if not impossible, under 
present conditions of the industry, to work the oil profitably. 
Assistance in the form of a preference such as has been asked for 
could be expected to stimulate the development of such areas 
and also the search for oil in other places where there is evidence 
of its probable existence. 


IMPERIAL CONSIDERATIONS 


Much of the Colony’s petroleum is won from Crown lands, 
and producers, under their leases, are governed by certain con- 
ditions which are imposed by Imperial considerations. This, 
we think, is as it should be, but it also brings into prominence 
the advantage to the Empire of the production of oil in a British 
Colony, and, in our opinion, provides more than ordinary reason 
and justification for some help being given by Great Britain. 


THE OUTLOOK 


It is greatly to be hoped that the efforts which the American 
Government * been making to control the output of crude 
oil and refined products in the United States will ultimately 
prove successful. Until effective stabilisation of output in rela- 
tion to demand has been achieved there is little hope for any 
real or permanent improvement in selling prices. In the con- 
tinued unsatisfactory conditions in which the oil industry is 
involved, it is difficult to make forecasts as to the future. 

I can, however, state that your company is now in a better 
position than ever before to benefit by improved prices. Conse- 
quent on the economic stringency of recent years, lower levels 
of working costs have been reached and standards achieved 
which formerly might have been considered unattainable. Im- 
provements in the methods of drilling and production have not 
only reduced costs but have materially increased the potential 
output froma productive area. The volume of business being done 
is very gratifying, and the only requisite for obtaining better 
profits is a more adequate realisation for the various oil products 
we manufacture. Unfortunately, in the early part of October there 
was a drop in black oil prices in the United States, and as many 
of our contracts are based on such prices, our revenue will suffer. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

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INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 
BOARD OF TRADE INDEX NUMBER FOR SEPTEMBER QUARTER 


Industrial activity in the United Kingdom in the 
third quarter of 1934, as estimated from the particulars 
furnished from various sources to the Board of Trade, 
was 4:0 per cent. less than in the second quarter of 
1934 but 8-8 per cent. greater than in the third quarter 
of 1933, the index numbers for the three periods (based 
on the quarterly average of 1924 = 100) being 105:3, 
109-7 and 96°8, respectively. 

The following table shows the details for the second 
and third quarter of this year, the third quarter of 
1938, and the years 1932 and 1933 :—

The decline in the volume of production in the manu- 
facturing industries during the September quarter, as 
compared with the June quarter, was essentially 
seasonal; a-similar reduction of output occurred in the 
third quarter of each of the years 1928 to 1932, the de- 
clines ranging from 1°8 to 6-6 per cent. The decline in 
the September quarter of the present year amounted to 
4-4 per cent., assuming that the provisional index for 
that period will not be seriously affected when all the 
final data become available. As compared with the 
September quarter of 1933, an improvement of 8'6 
per cent. is shown. The year 1933 was exceptional, the 
upward trend of production being sufficient in the third 
quarter to outweigh the normal seasonal decline. 


Comparing the group indices for the September 
quarter with those of a year earlier, considerable in- 
creases were recorded for engineering and shipbuilding 
(18 per cent.), and for iron and steel (17 per cent.). 
The importation of raw materials for use in the non- 
ferrous metals industries showed a substantial in- 
crease. There were smaller increases in chemicals and 
allied products (4 per cent.) and food, drink and tobacco 
(2 per cent.), while textiles and the leather and boots 
and shoes group declined by 3 per cent. and 6 per cent. 
respectively. The output of coal increased by nearly 
9 per cent. 


Of the miscellaneous industries not specified in the 
groups there was an increased output in the September 
quarter of 1934, as compared with a year earlier, of 
cement and tiles, and greater quantities of rubber were 
taken by the using industries. 


Comparing the September and June quarters of this 
year, decreases were recorded for all the manufacturing 
groups except non-ferrous metals, which showed an 1m- 
provement of 6 per cent. The principal decreases were 
for leather and boots and shoes (8 per cent.), iron an 
steel and textiles (both nearly 6 per cent.), while for

chemicals and allied products, food, drink and tobacco, 
and engineering and shipbuilding, the recorded de- 
ereases amounted to 3 per cent., 24 per cent. and 1 per 
cent. respectively. The output of coal declined by 
nearly 24 per cent, 

In order to publish the results as early as possible, 
it has been necessary to include certain provisional 
figures for the last quarter covered by the calculation. 
The replacement of these provisional figures, when 
definitive data become available, may alter the index 
numbers for certain groups, and any revisions that 
may be necessary will be made when the figures for 
the December quarter are published. The net result of 
revisions in the figures for the June quarter has been 
to lower the general index for that quarter by 0°5 per 


cent. 

The method of calculation of the index and the scope 
of the figures were fully explained in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of 
February 21, 1929 (pages 253-4). The sections of in- 
dustry which are covered by the information at present 
received represent about 90 per cent. of the total 
activity of the groups of industry set out in the table, 
and more than two-thirds of the total manufacturing 
and mining activity of Great Britain and Northern Ire- 
land as ascertained at the 1924 Census of Production. 
Of the branches of trade not covered by the data sum- 
marised in the table, the most important are the build- 
ing and contracting trades (with the exception of the

output of cement and tiles, for which particulars are 
included in the general index), the clothing trade (other 
than boots and shoes), and public utility services other 
than gas and electricity.

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PERU 
TRADE CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


The present favourable turn in Peru’s trade position, 
‘writes the Commercial Secretary at H.M. Legation, 
Lima, is best illustrated by looking back at conditions 
just over @ year ago. 

The year 1933 did not open under at all encouraging 
circumstances. ‘Trade figures at the end of 1932 had 
been well below those of the previous year, and the 
country was in a state of hostilities with Colombia 
and of considerable internal political discontent as 
expressed by the unsuccessful -revolution at 
Cajamarca of March, 1933. After the assassination of 
the late President, General Sanchez Cerro, at the end 
of April, 1933, General Oscar Benavides became Pre- 
sident, and made it one of his first acts to bring about 
a truce with Colombia. The new President followed 
up his successful efforts in the international field by 
selecting a Cabinet of moderate responsible men of 
good standing who restored internal calm and inspired 
general confidence. 

In the latter half of 19383 commodity prices rose and 
exports increased considerably. Peru was blessed with 
aparticularly abundant and remunerative cotton crop, 
which is so important to the purchasing power of 
nearly 70 per cent. of her agricultural population. Tax 
tecelpts improved considerably, and the Treasury 
would undoubtedly have had a surplus in hand at the 
end of 1933 if it had not been necessary for the 
Peruvian Government to make considerable pre- 
cautionary purchases of armaments from abroad 
during the truce with Colombia pending a final settle- 
ment, which was finally reached by both these coun- 
tres at Rio de Janeiro last May. For the past year 
Peruvian currency has remained remarkably steady at 
around 22 soles to the pound sterling, and Peru is one 
of the few countries in South America which has been 
able completely to avoid restrictions both as regards 
reign exchange and imports. 

The chief outstanding problem which remains to be 
settled and which will call for careful handling is that 
of the labour situation. There have been a series of 
strikes among port workers, textile workers, railway- 
Men, agricultural labourers, workers in various small 
factories, etc., and in nearly every case strikes or 
threatened strikes have ended in an upward adjust-

ment of wages. There is little real hardship due tc 
unemployment in the country and little available 
surplus labour. 

With her international affairs now settled and with 
conditions of stable Government for over a year past, 
accompanied by increased demand for her exports at 
satisfactory prices (except as regards sugar prices), 
Peru is in a position to count herself fortunate as com- 
pared with most of her neighbours, and should be able 
to look forward with confidence to further steady trade 
improvement during 1934. 


ForEIGN TRADE 


Peru has now made considerable headway towards 
recovering a substantial measure of prosperity in her 
agricultural and mining exports as well as in her local 
industries. She suffered considerably from the world 
economic crisis, and even as late as the first four 
months of 1938 the general outlook was far from pro- 
mising, and it is, therefore, all the more remarkable 
that from the midsummer of 1933 onwards it was 
possible to mark such progress as the final trading 
figures for last year show. 

Peruvian currency depreciated during 1933 by some 
20 per cent., and the general increase in imports did 
not keep pace with the progress in exports during the 
latter half of 1933, but may be expected to become 
more pronounced during 1934 as a natural corollary of 
last year’s increased favourable trade balance of nearly 
150 million soles. Peru’s foreign trade transactions for 
1933, totalling 364,406,106 soles, represent a truly 
extraordinary picture with exports nearly 24 times as 
sreat as imports and the latter not even quite three- 
fourths of the amount of Peru’s favourable balance of 
trade. 

The value of exports from Peru during 1933 
amounted to 256,969,344 soles and the volume to 
2,124,486 metric tons, being in both cases the highest 
figures attained since 1929. Peru’s commercial strength 
has been the diversity of and steady demand for her 
chief products. The vulnerable factor in her present 
position lies in the lack of alternative customers for 
four of her five main exports—cotton, sugar, wool, 
copper and petroleum products. 

The United Kingdom is shown as taking 36-2 per 
cent. of all Peru’s exports, but allowing for purchases 
of Peruvian copper re-exported from the United States 
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after refinement in bond, the United Kingdom's per- 
centage in reality should stand at over 40 per cent. of 
Peru’s export trade. During 1933 the United Kingdom 
took 68 per cent. of Peru’s cotton exports, with 
Germany taking 22 per cent.; as regards sugar the 
United Kingdom took 51 per cent. and Chile 29 per 
cent.; as regards wool the United Kingdom took 65 per 
cent., France 9 per cent. and the United States 8 per 
cent.; of copper at least 60 per cent. was re-exported 
to the United Kingdom after refinement in the United 
States, the balance being re-exported to the Continent 
of Europe; as regards petroleum and its products the 
United Kingdom took 16 per cent., Canada 18 per 
cent., Holland 20 per cent., Brazil 10 per cent., Argen- 
tina 6 per cent., and Chile 4 per cent., this being the 
only one of the above commodities which was well 
distributed. 


BritT1isH TRADE AND FOREIGN COMPETITION 


In 1913 the United Kingdom had a slightly favour- 
able balance of trade with Peru. The position has 
steadily entirely altered since pre-wardays, and now the 
United Kingdom only exports to Peru goods valued at 
one-fifth of her purchase of Peruvian products. 
United Kingdom goods have not yet recovered to their 
pre-war share of 26 per cent. of all Peruvian imports, 
but the progress has been maintained in this direction 
with imports from the United Kingdom amounting to 
14:12 per cent. in 1931, 17°34 per cent. in 1932 and 
17-78 per cent. in 1933 (excluding parcel post). The 
lead of the United States over her manufacturing com- 
petitors is largely due to shipments of non-competitive 
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products and to her established position in this market 
for motor vehicles and certain special machinery. 


Import SOURCES 


Imports in 1933 rose by 10 per cent. in volume and 
by nearly 50 per cent. in value over the previous year, 
the actual figures being 259,127 metric tons to a value 
of 107,486,762 soles. The United States continued jp 
the lead with 27:4 per cent. of Peru’s import trade, 
the United Kingdom remaining second with 17°8 per 
cent., and Germany third with 9-6 per cent. This jg 
the same order for the three countries as in pre-war 
days, when the percentages were, however, 29, 2% 
and 17 respectively. Compared with 1932 the 
United Kingdom’s percentage of imports increased by 
nearly 1 per cent. of the whole, rising from 12°8 to 
18°3 million soles, while the United States’ percentage 
shows a slight decrease and that of Germany a slight 
improvement. Argentina stands fourth in the list with 
6 per cent., and Japan has now risen from fourteenth 
place in 1932 with a percentage of 1°5 to fifth place 
in 1933 with 4-9. 


British India with 4°8 per cent. (chiefly for sacks and 
hessians) and Chile with 3-8 per cent. (mainly wheat, 
foodstuffs, coal, etc.) follow next in sixth and seventh 
places. France fell from seventh to eighth place, 
Canada (lumber, wheat, foodstuffs, etc.) from sixth to 
ninth place, and Australia (wheat) from eighth to 
tenth place. All the above countries shared in various 
degrees in the general increased value of imports 
during 1933. 


PASSENGER MOVEMENT FROM AND TO THE

Table I on page 748 gives particulars of the numbers 
of British and alien passengers (including emigrants 
and immigrants) who travelled directly between the 
United Kingdom and places out of Europe during each 
of the three quarters and in the twelve months ended 
September, 1934 and 1933. While the aggregate in- 
ward and outward movement in the twelve months 
ended September, 1934, was 7,875 less than a year 
earlier, for the quarter ended September there was an 
increase of 12,161 in the aggregate movement, of 
which 2,830 represented an increase in pleasure 
cruising. 


British PASSENGERS 


The returns relating to passenger traffic between the 
United Kingdom and places outside Europe, and not 
within the Mediterranean Sea, show that the number 
of persons of British nationality who arrived in the 
United Kingdom as passengers from such countries 
during the nine months ended September 30, 1934, 
exceeded the number who left the United Kingdom as 
passengers for those countries by 22,652, as compared 
with an inward balance of 35,894 in the first nine 
months of 1933. During the twelve months ended 
September, 1934, an inward balance of 15,597 British 
passengers was recorded, as compared with an inward 
balance of 388,856 in the twelve months ended 
September, 1933. 


Grouped according to the countries of immediate 


destination, the movement of British subjects during 


the first nine months of the year 1934 shows a balance 
inward of 8,549 passengers from British North

America, of 3,944 passengers from Australia, 1,066 
from New Zealand, 2,291 from British South Africa, 
3,699 from India (including Ceylon), 3,383 from other 
British countries and 4,185 from the United States. 
With the exception of New Zealand, the inward 
balance in 1984 was in each case smaller than in 1933, 
the principal reduction being in respect of the net 
movement from the North American continent (viz. 
reductions of 4,832 and 2,078, respectively, in the case 
of British North America and the United States). — 


As regards the movement in the September quarter, 
there was a balance outward of 8,067 British passen- 
gers in 1934, as compared with an outward balance of 
8,455 a year ago, British North America, Australia 
and the group ‘‘ Other British Countries ’’ recording 
a net movement outward in the later period, as against 
inward balances in the September, 1933, quarter. 


ALIEN PASSENGERS 


In the movement of aliens between this country 
and non-European countries during the first nine 
months of 19384 an outward balance of 1,514 was 
recorded, as compared with an inward balance of 35 
in the corresponding period of 1933. It should be 
noted in this connection that the figures of the pas- 
senger movement are inclusive of passengers who 
passed through the United Kingdom on their way 
between European and non-European countries. 


The statistics in respect of aliens, which are. com- 
piled by the Home Office, show that the number of 
passengers of United States nationality who landed .m 
the United Kingdom from all places abroad (including 
those arriving from European ports) and were recorded. 
as visitors on holiday, tourists, etc., numbered 63,074 
in the first nine months of 1934, as compared with 
60,272 in the corresponding period of 1933. Persons 
travelling on business or for pleasure are not separately 
distinguished in the Board of Trade returns, but the 
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numbers of alien passengers who disembarked at 
United Kingdom ports from United States ports, 
after deducting those described as ‘* immigrants,’’* 
were 34,088 and 30,548, respectively, in the first nine 
months of 1984 ‘and 1933. The arrivals of British 
passengers from United States ports, after deducting 
the ‘‘ immigrants,’’ numbered 20,827 and 16,078, 
respectively, in the periods mentioned. 


PASSENGER MovEMENT BETWEEN THE UNITED 
KINGDOM AND THE CONTINENT 


(Including all ports within the Mediterranean Sea and 
in the Channel Islands) 


In the traffic between the United Kingdom and the 
Continent of Europe there was an inward balance of 
50,108 passengers during the first nine months of 
1934, as compared with an inward balance of 20,711 
in the corresponding period of 1933. These figures 
include passengers of all nationalities. Separate par- 
ticulars of the number of alien passengers from and to 
the Continent are not available. The figures of 
arrivals and departures do not, of course, relate to 
the number of separate individuals who arrived or 
departed, but represent the total numbers of outward 
and inward voyages made by such passengers in the 
course of the periods mentioned. 


The following totals show the movement (British 
and aliens) to and from the Continent of Europe, dis- 
tinguishing the number of persons who travelled by 
sea and by air: —

It will be seen from the above table that the outward 
movement to the Continent by sea was larger in the 
nine months ended September, 1934, than in the corre- 
sponding period df 1933 by about 10,800 passengers, 
while the inward movement from the Continent showed 
& corresponding increase of more than 40,000. The 
aggregate movement by air showed an increase of about 

“00 passengers, comparing the same periods. 


PASSENGER MOVEMENT BETWEEN THE UNITED 
KINGDOM AND THE IRISH FREE STATE 


_ The returns of passengers by sea show a balance 
inward of 18,328 passengers from the Irish Free State 
during the first nine months of 1934, as compared with 
an inward balance of 14,384 during the corresponding 
period of 1933. As in the case of the traffic with the 
Continent of Europe, the passenger movement between 
the United Kingdom and the Irish Free State is inclu- 
Sive of persons travelling to or from other countries via 


United Kingdom ports. The movement over the land

EMIGRATION AND IMMIGRATION 


Emigrants.—The British subjects who were recorded 
as leaving permanent residence in the United Kingdom 
to take up permanent residence in non-European coun- 
tries numbered 19,935 in the first nine months of 1934, 
as compared with 17,417 in the same period of 1933. 
Residence for a year or more is treated as permanent 
residence for the purpose of this classification. The 
number of British emigrants to the British Empire 
during the first nine months of 1934 was 15,424, or 
about 13 per cent. more than in the first nine months of 
19383. Increases were shown in the movement to 
Australia, British South Africa, India (including 
Ceylon) and to ‘‘ Other British Countries ’’ of 410, 
585, 190 and 781, respectively, while in the cases of 
British North America and New Zealand the numbers 
show small decreases. Comparing the movement of 
British emigrants to all parts of the Empire during 
the twelve months ended September, 1934, and Sep- 
tember, 1933, respectively, an increase of 2,125, or 
about 10 per cent., is shown in the more recent period. 


The emigrants of British nationality to the United 
States numbered 1,590 during the nine months ended 
September, 1934, as compared with 880 during the 
corresponding period of 1933. 


Immigrants.—The total number of immigrants of 
British nationality into the United Kingdom during the 
first nine months of 1934 was 39,670, being 8,062 less 
than the number of arrivals during the first nine months 
of 1933. The corresponding total for the twelve months 
ended September, 1934, was 51,262, representing a de- 
crease of 13,105 compared with the total for the pre- 
ceding twelve months. 


Net Migration.—An excess of 19,785 British immi- 
grants over emigrants was recorded for the nine months 
ended September, 1934, as compared with an excess 
inward migration of 80,315 in the corresponding period 
of 1933. During the twelve months ended September, 
1984, the number of British immigrants exceeded the 
number of emigrants by 22,488, the corresponding 
figure for the preceding twelve months being an 
excess inward migration of 38,526 British subjects. The 
net movement from or to this country during each

IRON AND STEEL PRODUCTION IN OCTOBER 


The British Iron and Steel Federation reports that 
527,100 tons of pig iron were produced in October, as com- 

red with 500,300 tons in September, 373,300 tons in 
October, 1933, and a monthly average of 855,000 tons in 
1913. 

The October production of pig iron included 131,700 tons 
of hematite, 267,200 tons of basic, 112,500 tons of foundry, 
and 7,300 tons of forge pig iron. 

Furnaces in blast at the end of October numbered 97, one 
less than at the end of September, two furnaces having 
yeen blown in and three having ceased operations during 
the month. 

The October production of steel ingots and castings 
amounted to 812,000 tons, as against 734,700 tons in 
September, 668,300 tons in October, 1933, and a monthly 
average Of 638,600 tons in 1913. 

The following table shows the average monthly production 
of pig iron and steel ingots and castings in the years 1924 
and 1927-33 and the production in each month since October, 
1933 : —

BRITISH RAILWAYS, AUGUST—SEPTEMBER 


Railway statistics for the calendar month of August and 
the four weeks ended September 8, published by the 
Minister of Transport, show that the total number of 
passenger journeys (excluding season ticket holders) taken 
m all standard gauge railways in Great Britain in the 
month of August was 114,583,412, an increase compared 
with August, 1933, of 3,609,304, or 3:3 per cent. The 
journeys taken by passengers at reduced fares increased by 
2,320,418 and those at standard or ordinary fares by 
1,288,886. The receipts from passengers (excluding season 
ticket holders) showed an increase of £265,482, or 3-8 per 
ent. If the railway undertakings of the London Passenger 
Transport Board be omitted, the figures show an increase 
in journeys of 1,176,273, or 1-4 per cent., and an increase in 
teeipts of £230,373, or 3-5 per cent. For all companies the 
teeipts from passenger train traffic (including season 
tickets and parcels and miscellaneous traffic, but excluding 
oy and parcels post) were £268,003 more than in August, 
933. 

For the four weeks ended September 8, 1934, the coaching 
train miles showed an increase of 774,608, as compared with 
the four weeks ended September 9, 1933. 


Goops TRAFFIO 


The total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free- 
hauled traffic) in the four weeks ended September 8, 1934, 
was 20,647,984, an increase compared with the correspond- 
ing four weeks of 1933 of 1,700,738 tons, or 9-0 per cent. 
The freight train receipts amounted to £6,530,878, an in- 
crease of £375,019, or 6-1 per cent. The freight train miles 
tin were 465,442 more than in the corresponding period of 
1933, an increase of 4°8 per cent. The average train load 
increased from 121 tons to 123% tons, and the net ton-miles 
her engine hour from 457? to 462%.

OVERSEAS TRADE IN AUGUST 


The Monthly Summary of Oversea Imports and Exports 
for August, 1934, recently made available by the Common- 
wealth Statistician, states that imports of merchandise 
(valued in British currency) were £stg.6,948,000 in August, 
1934, as compared with £stg.5,463,000 in July, and exports 
of merchandise (in British currency) were £stg,4,126,000, as 
compared with £stg.3,707,000. Imports and exports of 
merchandise increased by 27 per cent. and 10 per cent., 
respectively. 


As compared with August, 1933, imports of merchandise, 
valued at £stg.6,948,000, were 42 per cent. higher in August, 
1934, and exports of merchandise, valued at £stg.4,126,000, 
were 9 per cent. lower. 


Total imports, including bullion and specie, were 
£stg.7,060,000 in August, 1934, £stg.5,611,000 in July, 1934, 
and £stg.5,045,000 in August, 1933, while exports, including 
bullion and specie, were valued in British currency at 
£stg.4,867,000 in August, 1934, £stg.4,337,000 in July, 1934, 
and £stg.5,240,000 in August, 1933. 


Imports of bullion and specie for the above three months 
were, respectively, £stg.112,000,  £stg.148,000, and 
£stg.166,000, as against exports of bullion and specie, valued 
in British currency, of £stg.740,000, Lstg.629,000, and 
£Lstg.696,000.

For the month of August, 1934, an unfavourable com- 
modity balance of £stg.2,822,000 was recorded, as compared 
with an unfavourable balance of £stg.335,000 in August, 
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1933. Taking bullion and specie into account, the unfavour- 
able balance for August, 1934, was £stg.2,194,000, as com- 
pared with a favourable balance of £stg.195,000 in the 
previous August. 


For the two months July and August, 1934, the commodity 
balance was unfavourable to the extent of £stg.4,577,000, as 
compared with a favourable balance of £stg.367,000 in the 
corresponding two months of 1933. Including bullion and 
specie, the total unfavourable balance for the first two 
months of 1934-35 was £stg.3,468,000, against a favourable 
balance of £stg.1,480,000 in the July-August period of 
1933-34.

rubber and leather and manufactures thereof, £81,600

ware, china, glass, etc., £133,300 (£94,600); paper and 
stationery, £426,800 (£343,500) ; jewellery, fancy goods, etc.,

Imports of the following classes of goods decreased in

£410,800 (£425,500); and gold and silver and bronze specie, 
£112,100 (£165,700). 


Imports, JULY-AUGUST 


Imports of merchandise (valued in British currency) in 
July and August, 1934, were £stg.12,411,000, as compared 
with £stg.9,204,000 in the corresponding months of 1933. 
The total imports, including £stg.260,000 bullion and specie, 
were £stg.12,671,000, compared with £stg.9,449,000, includ- 
ing bullion and specie £stg.245,000 in the two months of 
1933. 


The main classes of goods which showed increased imports 
were foodstuffs of vegetable origin, £574,100 (£516,800) ; 
vegetable substances, £309,400 (£231,200); apparel and 
attire, £313,000 (£201,600); textiles, £2,892,700 
(£2,133,800); yarns, etc., £532,400 (£413,000) ; machines and 
machinery, £1,004,200 (£530,500) ; metals and manufactures, 
£2,081,500 (£1,163,600); paper and stationery, £779,800 
(£619,600). Decreased imports were confined to the follow- 
ing classes of goods:—Oils, fats and waxes, £757,400 
(£851,400); rubber and leather and manufactures thereof, 
£158,800 (£176,600).

Exports of 
bullion and specie were valued at £A.925,000, as against 
£A.786,000 in July and £A.870,000 in August, 1933. The 
total exports were £A.6,094,000, compared with £A.5,430,009 
in July, 1934, and £A.6,562,000 in August, 1933.

cipal exports during August, 1934, and August, 1933, ip. 
creases are shown for butter, £272,000, as against 
£225,000; eggs, £135,000 (£129,000); frozen beef, £248,009

The exports of merchandise for the two months ended 
August 31, 1934, totalled, in Australian currency,

August, 1933. Bullion and specie shipped oversea during 
the first two months of 1934-35 amounted to £A.1,712,000, as 
against £A.1,697,000 in the corresponding period of 1933-34, 

Exports of the following principal commodities show in- 
creases in value for the first two months of the current 
financial year above the exports for the corresponding period 
of last year:—Butter, £539,000, against £392,000; eggs, 
£175,000 (£166,000) ; frozen beef, £404,000 (£327,000) ; frozen 
lamb, £269,000 (£119,000); frozen mutton, £151,000 
(£58,000); frozen rabbits and hares, £254,000 (£180,000); 
wheat, £1,740,000 (£2,211,000); flour, £619,000 (£582,000); 
sugar, £506,000 (£350,000) ; and timber, £106,000 (£77,000). 
Decreases are shown in the value of the exports of raisins, 
£309,000, against £520,000; wine, £97,000 (£128,000) ; rabbit 
and hare skins, £308,000 (£387,000); sheepskins, £236,000 
(£468,000); wool, greasy, £550,000 (£1,979,000); wool, 
scoured, £585,000 (£1,051,000); tallow, £65,000 (£127,000); 
coal, £45,000 (£59,000); and ores and concentrates, £88,000 
(£120,000); lead, pig, £377,000 (£401,000); and leather, 
£83,000 (£119,000). 


Comparing the quantities of the principal commodities ex- 
ported during the two months July and August, 1934, with 
the corresponding months of 1933, the following commodities 
were shipped in greater quantities in 1934:—Butter, cheese, 
frozen beef, lamb and mutton, frozen rabbits and hares, 
citrus fruits, fruits preserved in liquid, flour, sugar and 
opossum skins. The quantities of the following commodities 
sent oversea were below the quantities shipped during July 
and August, 1933:—Milk and cream, currants, raisins, fresh 
apples, wheat, jams and jellies, wine, cattle hides, kangaroo, 
rabbit and hare skins, sheepskins, wool, greasy, scoured and 
tops, tallow, coal, and ores and concentrates. 


DECLARED Unit VALUES 


A comparison of the average prices computed from the de- 
clared export values of the principal commodities shipped 
oversea shows that the average declared prices for the 
following commodities were higher in August, 1934, than 
in the previous month :—Wool, scoured, sheepskins, wheat, 
flour, sugar and wine. Lower prices were recorded for 
exports of wool, greasy, butter, raisins, frozen mutton, 
tallow, lead, pig, and zinc bars. The average prices fof 
sugar, and frozen beef and lamb showed little change.

BRITISH INDIA 
OVERSEAS TRADE IN SEPTEMBER 


The trade returns of British India for the month of Sep- 
tember, 1934, compared with the preceding month showed 
decreases in the value of imports and exports, with an in- 
crease in re-exports, states a press note forwarded by H.M. 
Trade Commissioner at Calcutta from the Department of 
Commercial Intelligence and Statistics. 


The value of imports of private merchandise totalled 
Rs. 10,55 lakhs, a decrease of Rs. 13 lakhs as compared with 
the preceding month. The exports of Indian produce and 
manufactures fell by Rs. 27 lakhs from Rs. 12,12 lakhs in 
August, 1934, to Rs. 11,85 lakhs in the month under report. 
Re-exports, on the other hand, recorded an improvement of 
Rs. 2 lakhs and amounted to Rs. 22 lakhs. The comparison 
of the trade figures for September, 1934, and the six months 
April to September, 1934, with those of the preceding month 
and the corresponding periods of the preceding year is set

Measured by the statistics of merchandise and treasure 
the total visible balance of trade in September, 1934, was 
Rs. 2,54 lakhs in favour of India, as compared with Rs. 2,91 
lakhs in August, 1934, and Rs. 8,57 lakhs in September, 
1933. During the six months ended September, 1934, the 
visible balance of trade in merchandise and treasure was 
Rs. 37,43 lakhs in favour of India, as compared with 
Rs. 45,15 lakhs in the corresponding period of the preceding 
year. The balance of remittances of funds in September, 
1934, was minus Rs. 5,11 lakhs and in the six months ended 
September, 1934, minus Rs. 21,48 lakhs. 


CHANGES IN IMPORTS 


As compared with September, 1933, imports of food, drink 
and tobacco in September, 1934, increased by Rs. 21 lakhs to 
Rs. 1,12 lakhs, imports of raw materials by Rs. 2 lakhs to 
Rs. 1,10 lakhs, and those of manufactured articles by 
Rs. 1,59 lakhs to Rs. 8,13 lakhs. Under food, drink and 
tobacco, imports of sugar, 16 D.S. and above (including 
beet), rose from 21,000 tons to 29,000 tons and in value from 
Rs. 21 lakhs to Rs. 28 lakhs. Arrivals of raw tobacco de- 
clined from 185,000 lbs., valued at Rs. 2 lakhs, to 163,000 
lbs., valued at Rs. 1 lakh. Imports of rice, not in the husk, 
recorded an increase, having amounted to 20,000 tons 
(Rs. 13 lakhs), as compared with 4,000 tons (Rs. 3 lakhs) in 
September, 1933. Under raw materials, imports of kerosene 
oil rose by 2,082,000 gallons to 5,134,000 gals. in quantity 
and by Rs. 3 lakhs to Rs. 17 lakhs in value. Imports of 
mineral oils other than kerosene fell to 5 million gals., 
valued at Rs. 17 lakhs., which meant a decline of 5-4 million 
gals. in quantity and of Rs. 11 lakhs in value. Imports of 
coconut oil recorded an advance of 57,000 gals. in quantity, 
but the value declined by nearly Rs. 1 lakh. Raw cotton 
(chiefly imported from Kenya Colony, Egypt and Tan- 
ganyika territory) recorded an advance of 500 tons in quan- 
tity and of Rs. 4 lakhs in value and stood at 3,000 tons, 
valued at Rs. 28 lakhs. Under manufactured articles, im- 
ports of cotton yarn and manufactures rose by Rs. 58 lakhs. 
The imports of twist and yarn increased from 1:8 million 
lbs. to 2-1 million lbs. in quantity and the value from Rs. 16 
lakhs to Rs. 21 lakhs. Under cotton piece-goods, all the 
three descriptions recorded increases both in quantity and 
value. Grey, white and coloured goods rose respectively 
from 17, 15 and 21 million yards to 27, 19 and 34 million yds. 
in quantity and in value from Rs. 22 lakhs, Rs. 28 lakhs and 
Rs. 38 lakhs to Rs. 38 lakhs, Rs. 36 lakhs and Rs. 72 lakhs. 
Under iron and steel there was an improvement of Rs. 3 
lakhs, due mainly to an increase under steel bars. The 
number of motor cars imported amounted to 1,482, and that 
of motor lorries, buses and vans to 1,142, as against 773 
and 322, respectively, in September, 1933. The value of 
motor cars imported in September, 1934, amounted to Rs. 26 
lakhs, and that of motor lorries, buses.and vans to Rs. 14 
lakhs, as compared with Rs. 13 lakhs and Rs. 7 lakhs, respec- 
tively, in the corresponding month of the preceding year. 
There were noticeable increases under woollen manufactures 
(+ Rs. 22 lakhs), artificial silk yarn and manufactures 
(+ Rs. 13 lakhs), and coal tar dyes (+ Rs. 7 lakhs), while 
there were decreases under machinery and millwork 
(— Rs. 13 lakhs), silk piece-goods and cotton hosiery 
(— Rs. 5 lakhs each) and salt (— Rs. 2 lakhs). 


VARIATIONS IN Exports 


Compared with September, 1933, exports of food, drink 
and tobacco in September, 1934, advanced by Rs. 59 lakhs 
to Rs. 3,85 lakhs. Shipments of rice, not in the husk, de- 
clined from 98,000 tons to 73,000 tons in quantity and from 
Rs. 61 lakhs to Rs. 60 lakhs in value. Shipments o!' wheat 
advanced from 200 tons to 1,700 tons in quantity and from 
Rs. 32,000 to nearly Rs. 2 lakhs in value. Exports of barley 
also improved from 6 tons to 2,300 tons in quantity and 
from Rs. 400 to Rs. 2 lakhs in value. The exports of tea 
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improved from 37-2 million ibs. to 47-6 million lbs. in quan- 
tity and from Rs. 2,35 lakhs to Rs. 2,85 lakhs in value. 
There was also an increase of Rs. 2 lakhs in the exports of 
fruits and vegetables. Raw materials and produce exported 
increased by Rs. 59 lakhs to Rs. 4,65 lakhs. Under this 
group shipments of raw cotton more than doubled, and re- 
corded an improvement of 13,700 tons in quantity and of 
Rs. 73 lakhs in value. Of the total shipments of 26,000 tons, 
Japan took 13,400 tons, or 51 per cent., Italy 3,800 tons, 
the United Kingdom 2,100 tons, France 2,000 tons, Belgium 
and Spain 1,300 tons each, Germany 800 tons, the remainder 
being despatched mainly to China, the United States and 
the Netherlands. Consignments of raw jute advanced from 
50,000 tons to 56,000 tons in quantity and from Rs. 74 lakhs 
to Rs. 78 lakhs in value. Exports of lac dropped from 
34,000 cwts. to 27,000 cwts. in quantity (but the value rose 
from Rs. 9 lakhs to Rs. 15 lakhs. Shipments of oilseeds 
shrank in quantity from 114,000 tons to 94,000 tons and 
from Rs. 1,46 lakhs to Rs. 1,11 lakhs in value. Dispatches 
of linseed fell from 66,000 tons to 32,000 tons in quantity 
and from Rs. 84 lakhs to Rs. 42 lakhs in value. Castor seed 
dropped from 12,000 tons to 4,000 tons in quantity and from 
Rs. 16 lakhs to Rs. 5 lakhs in value. Groundnuts, on the 
other hand, advanced from 28,000 tons, valued at Rs. 36 
lakhs, to 51,000 tons, valued at Rs. 56 lakhs. Exports of raw 
skins declined from 1,300 tons to 700 tons in quantity and 
from Rs. 23 lakhs to Rs. 10} lakhs in value. Exports of 
wolfram ore rose from 60 tons to 270 tons in quantity and 
from Rs. 38,000 to Rs. 4 lakhs in value. Exports of raw 
rubber improved from 0-3 million lbs. to 0-7 million lbs. in 
quantity and from Rs. 68,000 to Rs. 2 lakhs in value. Ex- 
ports of raw wool recorded a decline by 40,000 lbs. in quan- 
tity, but the value rose by Rs. 1 lakh. Exports of oilcakes 
advanced from 21,000 tons to 40,000 tons in quantity and 
from Rs. 12 lakhs to Rs. 22 lakhs in value. There was also 
an increase of Rs. 6 lakhs in the exports of fodder, bran 
and pollards. Manufactured goods declined by Rs. 64 lakhs 
to Rs. 324 lakhs. The yardage of gunny cloth exported rose 
from 74 million to 96 million and from Rs. 80 lakhs to 
Rs. 1,00 lakhs. The number of jute bags shipped declined 
from 54-5 million to 36-6 million and from Rs. 1,30} lakhs 
to Rs. 89 lakhs in value. Exports of tanned hides and skins 
dropped in quantity from 1,600 tons to 1,500 tons and in 
value from Rs. 47 lakhs to Rs. 41 lakhs. There was also a 
decline of Rs. 10 lakhs under coir, manufactured, Rs. 9 lakhs 
under’ opium, Rs. 5 lakhs under paraffin wax, Rs. 4 lakhs 
each under cotton manufactures and copper manufactures, 
and of Rs. 2 lakhs under saltpetre. 


TRADE wriTn Fore1Gcn CouNTRIES 


The share of the United Kingdom in imports stood at 39 
per cent. in September, 1934, as in September, 1933, while 
in exports it rose from 37 per cent. to 40 per cent. The 
shares of Germany, Japan and the United States in the 
month under review were 8, 18 and 7 per cent., respectively, 
under imports, and 4, 9 and 7 per cent. under exports. 

The tonnage of vessels entered into British India and 
cleared outward with cargoes from and to foreign countries 
and British Possessions during the month of September, 
1934, amounted, respectively, to 594,000 and 581,000, as 
against 655,000 and 662,000 in August, 1934, and 566,000, 
and 647,000 a year ago. During the six months ended Sep- 
tember, 1934, the tonnage of vessels entered and cleared with 
cargoes amounted, respectively, to 3,764,000 and 3,901,000, 
as compared with 3,490,000 and 3,797,000 in the corre- 
sponding period of the preceding year.

Madras, November 10.—Moderate rain has fallen in parts 
of the Circars, the Central Districts and the South of the 
Presidency. The transplanting and sowing of paddy is going 
on. Standing crops are in fair condition, except in parts of 
the Deccan. 


Bihar and Orissa, November 13.—Rainfall has been light 
to moderate, except in Champaran, Bhagalpur, Cuttack, 
Sambalpur and parts of Monghyr and Purnea, where there 
has been no rain. Standing crops, including sugarcane, are 
in good condition. The threshing of bhadoi continues, and 
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the prospects for winter rice are fair. The sowing of rabi is 
proceeding and that of spring oilseeds continues. 

Punjab, November 12.—The weather has been dry, and 
rain is badly needed. The condition of standing crops ig 
unchanged. Damage to sugarcane by the pyrilla insect is 
reported from Jullunder, and damage to cotton by bollworm 
and tela is reported from parts of Multan ; the bollworm pest 
is decreasing in Lyallpur. 

Central Provinces, November 10.—The sky has been 
cloudy. Light to moderate rain has fallen generally, but 
rainfall in Buldana has been heavy. The condition of stand. 
ing crops is satisfactory, the recent rain having benefited 
late-sown cotton and juar. Rice harvesting and cotton pick. 
ing continue. 

Bengal, November 14.—Rainfall has been light and 
scattered. Spring crops are progressing. The harvesting of 
early winter paddy continues, and the prospects for standing 
crops are fair. 

Assam, November 19.—The weather is seasonable. The 
crop outturn and prospects are fair.

DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE, JANUARY— 
SEPTEMBER 


(From the British Embassy) 
Paris 

The returns of French foreign trade with individual 
countries, as summarised in the daily press, show that in the 
first nine months of 1934 the value of imports from Great 
Britain amounted to 1,210 million francs, as against 1,448 
million frs. in the same period of 1933, a decrease of 238 
million frs., or 16-5 per cent. There was a rise in imports 
from Finland, Japan (51 million frs.) and Sweden, but a fall 
in those from all other foreign countries separately classified 
in the returns. 


The value of French exports to Great Britain in the period 
under review amounted to 1,114 million frs., as against 
1,191 million frs., a decrease of 77 million frs., or 6-4 per 
cent. There was a rise in exports to seventeen foreign 
countries, the largest increases being in the case of Germany 
(214 million frs.), Soviet Russia (50 million frs.), Czecho- 
slovakia (46 million frs.), and Roumania (35 million frs.). 


The value of French imports from foreign countries during 
the first nine months of 1934 amounted to 13,302 million 
frs., a8 against 16,487 million frs. in the corresponding 
period of 1933, a decrease of 3,185 million frs., or 19:3 per 
cent., and that of exports to them to 9,056 million frs., as 
against 9,132 million frs., a decrease of 76 million frs., or 
0-8 per cent. The value of imports from French colonies 
and protectorates amounted to 4,352 million frs., as against 
5,128 million frs., a decrease of 776 million frs., of 15-1 per 
cent., and of exports to them to 4,003 million frs., as against 
4,341 million frs., a decrease of 338 million frs. 


French trade with foreign countries consequently showed 
an unfavourable balance of 4,246 million frs., as against 
one of 7,355 million frs., and with the colonies and 
protectorates of 349 million frs., as against one of 787 
million frs. a year ago. 


FINLAND 
FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY—SEPTEMBER 


(From the British Commercial Secretary)

Imports in September, as is customary, were greater in 
volume than in the previous month, but the fact that they 
were 48 million F.mks. in excess of the level for September, 
1933, provides ample evidence of the revival of the import 
trade in Finland. This recovery has perhaps been rather 
more sluggish in recent months than in the spring, but the 
total volume of import trade in the first nine months of the 
current year was, nevertheless, 24 per cent. more than in 
the corresponding period of 1933. 


The export statistics for the month of September indicate 
that expansion in the Finnish export industries has not 
been arrested, though there has been the usual seasonal de- 
cline compared with August. The figure recorded for Septem- 
ber, 1934, was some 57 million F.mks. in excess of the 
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previous year, while for the first nine months of 1934 
exports were 19 per cent. higher than in the same period 
last year. 


The surplus of exports achieved in September was greater 
by the comparatively small margin of 9 million F.mks. 
than the record figure for September, 1933, and is therefore 
in itself a new record for that month in the history of 
Finnish foreign trade. The surplus of exports recorded for 
the first nine months of the current year exceeded by 45 
million F.mks. that for the same period of 1933. The totals 
of imports, exports and the surplus of exports over imports 
in September, 1934 and 1933, and in the first three quarters

The statistics of exports of timber and wood goods, as 
opposed to paper and pulp, in the first three quarters of 
1934, 1933 and 1932, indicate that timber products, after 
a relapse in 1932 and 1933 have once again reassumed the 
ascendancy as the principal group in the Finnish export

As the United Kingdom market absorbs a relatively 
larger proportion of Finnish timber products than it does 
paper and pulp, the above factor explains the increase of 
the percentage of Finnish exports consigned to the United 
Kingdom from 46-1 per cent. for the first three quarters 
of 1933 to 47:3 per cent. in 1934. 


The export of metals and metal goods increased from 
43 million F.mks. in the period January-September, 1933, 
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to 70 million F.mks. in the same period of the current 
year. A large proportion of these exports consist of pig 
iron and alloys consigned to the Soviet Union. The present 
agricultural policy of the Finnish Government, as well as 
the operation of quotas in the export markets, is reflected 
in the decline of exports of animal food products, more 


especially dairy produce. 


TRADE WITH THE UNITED KiINnGpoM 


September was the fourth month in succession that Fin- 
land has purchased more from the United Kingdom than 
from any other country. Imports from the United Kingdom 
in that month (108-5 million F.mks.) exceeded by 7 million 
F.mks. those from Germany, her nearest competitor, while 
the value of British trade in the first nine months of this 
year was 56-7 million F.mks. in excess of imports from 


Germany. Purchases of British goods in September, 1934, 


represented 26-5 per cent. of total imports, a percentage 


never before equalled, compared with only 17-6 per cent. 


in September, 1933. The scope of the development of United 
Kingdom trade in Finland in recent years may be appre-

There was, therefore, an active balance of 7-4 million 
pengos, as against 17-9 million pengés in September, 1933. 

Imports during the first nine months of 1934 amounted to 
253°9 million pengés, as compared with 222-5 million pengés 
in 1933, whereas the total value of exports aggregated 283-4 
million pengés, as against 268-4 million pengés in 1933. 

In the first nine months of 1934 the foreign trade of 
Hungary shows an active balance of 29-5 million pengis, as 
compared with 45-9 million pengés during the same period 
of 1933. 

Imports during the month under review in comparison 
with 1933 showed large increases in raw hides, raw mineral 
oil, machines, apparatus, coffee and artificial silk, whereas 
there was a decrease in the import of jute, tobacco and 
cotton. On the export side there were considerable reduc- 
tions in wheat, flour, barley and cattle. On the other hand, 
increases are shown in the export of dry beans, electrical 
machinery and apparatus, and dead poultry.

LATVIA 


FOREIGN TRADE IN AUGUST 


The British Commercial Secretary at Riga reports that, 
according to statistics recently issued by the Latvian 
Statistical Bureau, the trade balance for August last was 
active. A total of 90,000 tons of foreign goods, valued at 
8 million lats, were imported into Latvia during the month 
under review, while Latvian exports amounted to 147,000 
tons, valued at 8-8 million lats. Thus the foreign trade 
in August was active by 800,000 lats. The total passive 
balance accumulated from January last has therefore been 
reduced to 14-5 million lats. 

The first place in imports was occupied by manufactured 
goods, followed by raw materials and semi-manufactured 
goods, while exports consisted chiefly of raw products and 
semi-manufactures, followed by foodstuffs. 

The principal goods imported in August last were: 
textiles, to the value of 981,000 lats; sugar, 904,000 lats; 
coal, 673,000 lats; and manure, raw cotton, industrial 
machinery, herring, tobacco, wool and metal goods. 

As regards exports the chief items included timber goods, 
4:7 million lats; butter, 1-4 million lats; plywood, bacon 
and textiles, 263,000 lats. 


DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE 


Great Britain occupied the first place as a supplier of 
imports with goods to the value of 2:8 million lats, while 
Germany supplied 2-6 million lats. Other contributors were 
Belgium, the United States, France and Estonia. 

Latvia exported to Great Britain goods to the value of 
3-7 million lats, to Germany 2 million lats, and smaller 
quantities to Holland, Belgium, France and Estonia. 

The transit trade in August last consisted of 4,716 tons, 
of which 3,364 tons fell to the Soviet Union.

JAPANESE TEXTILE QUOTAS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of Proclamation 
No. 4 of 1934 (made under Section 3 of the Importation of

PROCLAMATION 


Whereas it is provided by section three of the Importation 
of Textiles (Quotas) Ordinance, 1934, that the Gevernor-in- 
Council may fix by proclamation the total quantity of textile 
goods or of any class or classes of textile goods manufac- 
tured in any foreign country which may be imported during 
any period. 


Now, therefore, I, Geoffry Alexander Stafford Northcote, 
Acting Governor of the Gold Coast Colony, do hereby in 
Executive Council proclaim as follows :— 


1. The total quantities of cotton piece-goods, cotton 
towels, cotton velveteen and artificial silk piece-goods manu- 
factured in Japan that may respectively be imported into 
the Gold Coast Colony during the period commencing on 
the Ist day of January, 1935, and ending on the 31st day of 
December, 1935, shall be as follows :— 


(1) Cotton piece-goods, 854,509 square yards; 

(2) Cotton towels, 9,547 square yards; 

(3) Cotton velveteen, 7,192 square yards; 

(4) Artificial silk piece-goods, 72,224 square yards. 


2. For the purposes of this Proclamation goods shall be 
deemed to be ‘cotton piece-goods,’’ ‘‘ cotton towels,” 
‘‘ cotton velveteen,” or ‘‘ artificial silk piece-goods”’ (as 
the case may be) if they would be properly so classed for 
the purposes of import duty under the provisions of sub- 
section (2) of section seven of the Customs Tariff Ordinance.

CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin has 
forwarded to the Board of Trade copies of the Emergency 
Imposition of Duties (Nos. 53-56) Orders, 1934, which pro- 
vide for the following modifications to the Customs duties 
on goods imported into the Irish Free State on and after 
November 10:— 


EMERGENCY IMpPosITION oF Duties (No. 53) Orper, 1934 


This Order abolishes the Preferential rate of duty of 
50 per cent. ad valorem provided for in the Finance Act, 
1933, on empty glass bottles and empty glass jars of a height 
not less than two and one-half inches nor more than fifteen 
inches. All such articles are now subject to duty at the 
General Rate of 75 per cent. ad valorem. The list of 
exceptions from this duty has been amended by restricting 
the exemption of glass jars to such jars with openings 
exceeding three and one-half inches in external diameter 
instead of those with openings exceeding two and three- 
eighths inches in external diameter as previously. 


EMERGENCY ImMposiITION oF Duties (No. 54) Orper, 1934* 


This Order provides for the following item to be added to 
the list of cast-iron articles which are subject to Customs 
duty at the rate of 25 per cent. ad valorem: 


(v) Connections which, in the opinion of the Revenue Com- 
missioners, are of a kind suitable for use in relation 
to underground gas pipes, water pipes or sewage 
pipes, and are, at every opening, of an internal 
diameter of not less than three inches and not more 
than fifteen inches, but excluding any such connec- 
tions which are, at two or more openings, con- 
structed for joining by means of bolts or studs. 


EMERGENCY IMPOSITION oF DutTigEs (No. 55) Orper, 1934* 


This Order provides for the imposition of a Customs duty 
of 75 per cent. ad valorem on the following articles: 


Copper tubes, tubing, pipes and piping having a wall 
thickness not exceeding one-eighth of an inch and

(b) Perfumery, excluding perfumed spirits and essential 
oils, 

of the following Customs duties :—

of £2 10s. per gallon, if the article is prescribed in 
the official import list to be entered on importation 
by measure, whichever is the greater. 


The duty imposed by this Order is in addition to and not 
in substitution for any duty which may be chargeable in 
respect of any spirits or any saccharin contained in or used 
in the manufacture or preparation of the article.

SOUTHERN RHODESIA 
EXPORT BOUNTY ON CERTAIN BEEF 


Government Notice No. 609 of October 12 states that a 
bounty will be paid on first-grade chilled beef exported 
overseas from Southern Rhodesia and passed by a Govern- 
ment Meat Inspector as conforming to the standard re- 
quired, for the period August 9 last to December 31 next.

UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA 


REBATE OF CUSTOMS DUTY ON MALTED 
BARLEY 


Proclamation No. 196, published in the “ Union Govern- 
ment Gazette ’’ of October 12, states that, subject to the 
prescribed regulations, a rebate of the whole Customs duty 
payable is to be allowed on malted barley when imported 
into the Union by a manufacturer in such quantities and 
at such time as may be permitted by the Minister of Finance, 
for use in the beer brewing industry.

CHINA 
INTER-PORT DUTY ON GUNNY BAGS 


H.M. Commercial Counsellor at Shanghai has forwarded 
a copy of Customs Notification No. 1387 notifying that, in 
accordance with Government instructions, all old foreign 
gunny bags, as well as all native gunny bags, old or new, 
will, from September 1, 1934, be exempt from the payment 
of inter-port duty on shipment coastwise and that native 
gunny bags produced in privileged factories when moved 
within China will likewise be exempt from payment of the 
single duty leviable in accordance with the rules for the 
duty treatment of factory products. 

In the case of coastwise shipments of new foreign gunny 
bags for which no proof of import duty payments is forth- 
coming, if the Customs are not satisfied that import duty 
has been paid, the Re-export Application will be marked 
“No Proof of Duty Payment: To Pay.” 

Any inter-port duty collected on coastwise shipments of 
gunny bags on and after September 1, 1934, will be re- 
funded at the shipper’s request.

MARKING OF IMPORTED FABRIC GLOVES 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of April 6, 
1933 (pages 543-44), regarding the marking of hosiery 
articles with an indication of origin on importation into 
France, it should be noted that, in respect of fabric gloves, 
the indication should be in letters of at least 24 millimetres 
and be either marked, printed or applied in indelible ink, 
or printed, woven, or embroidered on a label firmly sewn 
inside each glove 4 centimetres from the edge (and not at 
least 4 millimetres from the edge, as previously announced). 
It must also appear on the outer packing.

The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
3 widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products ; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con- 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for par- 
ticular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign com- 
petition, and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri- 
bution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms;

Should the information re- 
quired not be available in London, the Department will 
make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant’s 
behalf. 


When making application for information enquiries 
should clearly specify :— 
(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required ; 
(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 
(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required.
